POOR WnTHOl’T COAL 


Rnffering In New York—Thousands of 
Touo In the Yards at RUxa- 
bethp<M’t, N. J. 


CARDINAL’S DEATH, 


(Associated Press.) 

New York, Jan. 15.—On account of tbs 
coal shortage the university of Pennsyl¬ 
vania waa in darfcneso last night, says a 
Philadelphia dispatch to the American. 
If coal cannot be obtained to-day the 
ittstitbtion will be compelled to ckiee and 
three tbousend stadnte will be out 
ciaaset. 

The statement that tbouMuds of tons 
of anthracite coal were awaiUag'delirery 
to retail dealers at the docka of the 
New Jersey Central railroad at Elisa- 
beibport, N. J., haa been vertlfied in de¬ 
tail by a photograph of tho yards prac- 
tieally blockaded loaded ears. 'There 
were nearly four hundred cars In the 
yarde, and mora than one hundred addi¬ 
tional ones on the main tracks leading 
Inrto the yards waiting to be taken In 
by the drill enginee. Averaging the five 
bfiodred ears capacity at 00,000 poonda 
each, would make the total coal io 
Rllxabethport at the hour of the 9000 ! 
15J)00 tons. At other pqlBto, also, there 
Is a coogeetion of coal Isden cara, which 
the oficen of some of the coal carrying 
roeds say la mainly due to the confusion 
caused by the separation of cars eontaio- 
lug independent cost from those bearing 
the company coal. Notwithstanding the 
promise made by President Baer, of 
the Philadelphia A Reading Railroad 
Co., who, as the epokcuinan of the coal 
operators, told Mayor Low that ail the 
coal yards in the tenement districts 
would be supidied with coal for the 
poor, there Is great suffering la New 
York because thousands are unable to 
obtain fuel.

R<mic, Jau. 15.—Cardinal Lncldo 
Paroi'i'bl, sub-dean of the Ksrrvd col¬ 
lege and vlce'cfaancenor of the Catholic 
rborch, died thli morning of heart dis¬ 
ease. He woe born In 1888, woe of 
Italian nationality and was crested a 
c-ardinsl in 1877.* 

Tbe death of the Cardinal remores 
one of the prelates considered to be the 
most Ifkely to succeed Poj*e I.feo. There 
atwsys was considerable friction be¬ 
tween tbe Pope and %finlinal Pnroccbi 
on this account, and it led to the onpre- 
cc<Ieuied step of the Pontiff in removing 
tbe Cardinal from the,post of Vloir of 
Rome because It was thonght that be 
too openly posed as tbe future Pope* 
Nevertheless the Pope was deeply af¬ 
fected by the Cardinars death. He 
kuelt in prayer an|| exclaimed: "Hicse 
frequent deaths have made me fed quite 
an old man."

Appeal Allowed In Symons vs. Bon- 
throne^ln Chambers.

Argument of the appeal in Symons vs. 
Bonthrone waa completed tb-day, and the 
appeal allowed. Bonthrone, who was I 
manager of the Rose Marie akinee on j 
Lake Kennedy, and a shareholder in the I 
eoidpany, cabletl to the plaintiffs in lx>n* 
don for $3,000 to pay miners’ wage* 
which were doe. Plaintiffs wired back 
that they would boy certain of Boo- 
throne’a shares for that figure, provided 
the mines would pay, and no farther calls 
would be mad^. Enthrone replied that 
tha mines would pay, and no further 
calls arise, and obtained the money, but 
contends that at that time the pUIntIffs 
knew the e^pany'a liabUiUea w’ere 
about $15,000, and a naw plant wookt 
also have to be Installed, Plaintiffs aued 
for recision of tbs sale of aharea on the 
groond that Bontbrooe'a cablca amounted 
to fraud, and ware upheld by Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Irving at the trial. The Full coufi, 
however, hold that these ambigunoa 
cables are no ground whatever for eatab- 
lisliiug fraud against Bonthrone, nod 
hare allowed the appeal. It Is under¬ 
stood that the case will probably lie 
taken to the privy council.
